Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) filed on 06/24/2003 along with the 
application did not include 5 (five) non-patent documents that have been received with 
the application.

2. Claims 1-30 are allowed.

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

► An optical waveguide phase shifting apparatus comprising a first and second 
semiconductor regions having opposite conductivity types, an electrical contacts 
coupled to the first region of the optical waveguide outside the optical path of an optical 
beam directed along the waveguide, a buffer of insulating material disposed along the 
first region of the optical waveguide between the electrical contact and the optical path 
of the optical beam, a buffer plug of insulating material disposed in the optical 
waveguide on the same side as the electrical contact, wherein the buffer plug helps 
direct the optical beam away from the contact region, as recited in claim 1, is neither 
anticipated nor rendered obvious by any prior art. 
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► Claim 13 is allowed for reciting a method of shifting the phase of an optical beam 
in an optical waveguide specifically using the apparatus of claim 1 . 

► Claim 18 is allowed for reciting a system that incorporates the optical phase 
shifter of claim 1 using the method of claim 13. 

► Claim 25 is allowed for reciting an optical beam splitter that makes use of the 
phase shifter of claim 1 . 

► Claims 2-12, 14-17, 19-24, and 26-30 are also allowed because of their 
dependencies, either directly or indirectly, upon claims 1, 13, 18 or 25.
